Good  afternoon  Kent/Rena,  my  name  is  Chris  Bernardo,  I work  with  several  BIDs  in  the 
NY/NJ  metro  area  and  I was  wondering  if  you  might  be  able  to  provide  me  with  some 
guidance  regarding  LA's  Day  Laborer  Program,  especially  from  your  perspective  as  BID 
managers.  I'm  currently  advising  a client  in  Elizabeth,  NJ  on  ways  to  treat  a street  comer 
within  their  main  shopping  area  that  has  become  the  central  match-making  place  for 
workers,  both  documented  and  undocumented,  to  meet  potential  short  term  (day  labor) 
employers.  We've  been  able  to  establish  some  great  relationships  with  a few  of  the  churches 
that  provide  services  to  many  of  the  day-laborers  and  we're  at  the  point  where  we  have  their 
attention  and  trust.  I came  across  information  on  LA's  Day  Laborer  Program  and  it  seems 
like  something  that  we  might  be  able  to  replicate  here. ..we  have  all  of  the  disparate  parts. ..a 
city  administration  that  wants  a solution.... several  non-profits  that  are  willing  to  help, 
including  the  BID... and  a day-laborer  population  that's  willing  to  listen  to  what  we  have  to 
say  (for  now).  Has  the  program  in  LA  worked  from  your  perspective?  Was  it  successful  in 
attracting  day-laborer  activity  away  from  areas  where  it  was  unwanted?
